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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/9/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues Mathias/lshida does not disclose the claimed invention 
because the Ishida reference relies on the phlebotomist to separate the label for the 
blood collection tube from the label affixed to the blood collection container and to affix it 
to the associated blood collection The arguments are directed to an intended use of the 
apparatus. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. The claim only requires 
that the tags allow the establishment, after their dissociation, that the collection and 
receptable bag originated from the same system. This could be done by some coding 
in the bag itself or by the operator as broadly as claimed. Applicant argues 
Mathias/lshida does not disclose a pre-sterilized system. Mathis teaches the 
components are pre-sterilized and teaches the importance of a sterilized system (col. 1 , 
lines 39-41 and lines 49-53). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

3. Claims 1-4, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mathias USPN 6387086 in view of Ishida USPN 5125920. 

4. As to claims 1 , 4, 1 1 , 1 2, and 1 4, Mathias discloses a bag system comprising a 
collection device 10, a fluid collection bag 16, a sampling device 18, and a transfer 
device 58. The system comprises satellite containers 20 and 24. Mathias does not 
teach identification tags. Ishida teaches a collection bag with identification tags for the 
establishment after their dissociation that both the collection bag and receptacle 
originated from the same bag system. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the invention of 
Mathias with identification tags for the benefits Ishida discloses. Mathis teaches the 
components are pre-sterilized and teaches the importance of a sterilized system (col. 1 , 
lines 39-41 and lines 49-53). 
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As to claim 2, Mathias discloses a first tube 15 and a second tube 62. 

As to claim 3, Mathias discloses a sampling bag 42 downstream of the second 
tube 62. 

As to claim 13, Mathis incorporates by reference at col. 5, lines 21-34) Patel 
USPN 5167657 who discloses transparent flexible plastic bags (col. 6, lines 33-39).
